Curious Method of Splitting Rocks.—In the granite quarries near &e- 
ringapatam the most enormous blocks are separeted from the solid rock 
by the following neat and simple process. The workman having 
found a portion of the rock sufficiently extensive, and situated near 
the edge of the part already quarried, lays bare the upper surface, and 
makes on it a line in the directiom of this intended separation, along 
which a groove is cut with a chisel about a couple of inches ia depth. 
| Above this groove a narrow line of Gre is then kindled, and maintained 
| till the rock below is thoroughly heated, immediately upon which # 

line of men and women, each provided with a pot full of cold water, 
| suddenly sweep off the ashes, aid pour the water into the heated 
groove, when the rock at once splits with a elean fracture. Square 
blocks of six feet in the side, and upwards of eighty feet in length, are 
| sometimes detached by this method. Such a block would weigh 
nearly 590,000 pounds. 

Cure for Corns.—A correspondent of the Lancet recommends tha 
| use of caustic in cases of corns; he says, “ L applied it (the lunar caus- 
| tic) thus; J put the feet in warm water, and allowed them to remain 
till I found the outer surface of the corn was soft; I then dried the feet, 
and applied the caustic all over the corn; in a few minutes it was dry ; 
it remained so for ten dnys, when I removed the black skin, and appli- 
ed the caustic again; and sol continued till I had completely era- 
dicted the corns. [have tried the same plan with many of my patients, 
and those who hawe been sufferers for years; all have been cured; it 
produces no path, nor the least inconvenience, ane does away with the 
neceasity of cutting, which is dangerous of itself, and likely to prodace 
extensive inflammation, with, frequently, the loss of life.
